Dave, who grew up 
in California, Idaho 
and Oregon, remem- 
bers watching old silent 
cartoons with his dad 
and making model 
planes. When he was 
about six, Dave wanted 
to be an animator for 
Disney. When he grew up, 
he worked on commercials and 
movies. But he never thought 
of writing and drawing comics 
for a living. 

Then, in 1981, a company in 
San Diego, California, asked him 
to do a few pages in the back of 
two comic books, and The Rock- 
eteer was born. 

Hundreds of fans around the 
world wrote to say how much 
they loved the strip, so Dave drew 
some more. So far, seven chap- 
ters have appeared. 

The movie, coming in June, is 
pretty close to the comic, Dave 
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says. There’s a beautiful girl 
named Jenny, a loyal friend and 
fellow flying nut named Peevy, 
and lots of government agents 
and German spies chasing after 
Cliff and the Cirrus X-3. 
It’s all a fantasy, 

says Dave. Buta lot 
of it is based on real 
people and places. 
There was a Peevy, a 
Bulldog Cafe, and a 
Chaplin Airdrome 
in Los Angeles. 
And they all came 
to life on the 

movie set. Even 
the airplanes. 
There’s a replica of Cliff's 
little racing plane, the GeeBee, 
built to break speed records in 
the ’30s. There’s a model of the 
famous autogiro, a cross between 
a windmill and an airplane, first 
flown in 1923. | 

And GADZOOKS! *the 
hero, played by actor Bill 
Campbell, has a rocket pack 
that sounds like a jet and 
GEE WHIZ! ‘it really flies!

However, the 
story behind the ceremony is 
even more incredible. 

The ceremony celebrates the 
time the god “Nomo” descended 
from a star to give the Dogon 
their knowledge and power. The 
Dogon (like many other tribes in 
Africa) believe that they origi- 
nally came from the stars. Their 
ancient home, they say, is a little 
star that circles around the 
brightest star in the African sky, 
Sirius, the Dog Star. The star 
they describe is the one astrono- 
mers call Sirius B. Sirius B was 
discovered by Western astrono- 
mers in 1844, but the Dogon 
have rock carvings of it that date 
back to 2000 B.C:! 


I asked the Grand Ogon how it 


was possible that a “primitive” 
tribe could know for 4,000 years 
about a star that “civilized” man 
discovered less than 150 years 
ago? Hesmiled. “As I told you, 
the gods came from the stars to 
give us our knowledge. 


When they learned 
I’d seen the demon- 
men and survived, the 
Dogon decided I had 
magical powers. 


Why is that so hard for you 
to understand?” 

Eventually, the rainy season 
ended and it was time for me to 
leave. My Dogon friends escorted 
me back to the river Niger. 
Miraculously, my car was still 
there. Of course, I had to clean 
my engine and do a few repairs. 

I waved goodbye to my Dogon 
friends who stood watching until 
my car was out of sight.

(STS), better known as the space 
shuttle. Unlike the Mercury and 
Apollo capsules, the shuttle is 
launched on the back of a rocket 
and glides back to Earth like a 
plane—and it can be re-used. 
Shuttle astronauts, like all 
explorers, run great risks when 
they venture into space. In 1986, 
the shuttle Challenger exploded 
right after launch, killing seven 
people. These brave men and 
women gave their lives so that we 
could learn more about the 
universe around us. 

And what does the future hold 
for the exploration of space? In 
less than 10 years from now, 
astronauts will begin to assemble 


space station Freedom, where 
astronauts and scientists will 


spend long periods of time. 
Space station Freedom will be a 
pit stop for ships traveling to 
distant planets, perhaps even the 
planet nearest to us, Mars. 

And what about those distant 
planets? NASA has launched 
many unmanned probes to 
examine them and send back 
photographs. In October 1990, 
the probe Ulysses was launched to 
explore Jupiter and the sun—a 
1.86-billion-mile journey! 

Right now, it’s impossible to 
send humans to far-off planets, 
because the distances are so great 
and our spacecraft are so slow. 
But the conquest of space is not 
over. In fact, it is only beginning.

In the three minutes you spend reading this and looking at the photos, the 
Voyager 1 spacecraft will have traveled about 2,000 miles—that’s like travel- 
ing from the Arctic Circle to south Florida. 

Voyager 1 has been sending back pictures and scientific data since it was 
launched in September 1977. So far, it has studied Jupiter and Saturn and 
their moons. It is now sending back data from the edge of our solar system. 

On March 15, the Voyager was 4,116,936,581 miles from our sun—more 
than a billion miles past Pluto, the planet farthest from the sun. 

No one knows how far Voyager will travel, but it will stop sending back 
information in 2016—when its battery runs out. —Stef Donev

Mirages appear when light 
“bends” as it travels through air. 
It’s like this: the earth’s atmo- 
sphere is made up of layers of air, 
and each layer is a different 
temperature. Light rays 
bend as they pass from 
one air layer to another. 
(Light bends in the same 
way when it passes from 
air into water. To check 4 
this out yourself, put a 
spoon in a glass of water, 
then look at it from one side.) 

How about when you're riding - 
in a car and you see a rippling 
pool of water in the road ahead? 
As you get closer—hey, it’s gone! 
That's also a mirage. On a hot 
desert day, the air layer nearest 
the sun-baked ground is usually 
warmer than the air layer above. 
This causes light rays to bend up

The Elevator 
Never Sleeps 

Did you ever notice how 
elevators keep going up and 
down all the time? Well, the 
average elevator travels about 
10,000 miles a year. That’s like 
trekking across the United States 
three times or climbing one-third 
of Mount Everest. 

But what about the elevators 
in really tall buildings like 
Chicago’s Sears Tower or New 
York’s World Trade Center? 
Some of those elevators travel as 
much as 35,000 miles a year. 
That’s like going around the 


earth about one and a half times. 
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jumbo Jupiter 

Jupiter is one big planet. You 
could fit all the other planets, 
satellites and asteroids in our solar 
system inside Jupiter two-and-a-half 
times! Jupiter also spins faster than 
any other planet in our solar 
system—even though there’s a lot 
more to spin. And because Jupiter 
spins so fast, a day there lasts only 
nine hours and 55 minutes. (A 
day on Earth lasts 24 hours.) It 
also takes Jupiter 12 years to orbit 
the sun. (It takes Earth 365 days.) 
And if you think all that is pretty 
cool, check this out: There’s a 
Great Red Spot on Jupiter’s 
surface. Some scientists think that 
this spot may actually be a 
hurricane that has been whirling 
for at least 700 years.
